Thomas B. Dixon, a broad browed, 
intelligent looking young man from 
Henderson, Ky., has accomplished 
what nearly all of the great electrical 
inventots and investigators have fail- 
ed todo — devised a practical sextuplate 
system of telegraphing. 

All of the tests, made in the pres*, 
ence of several experts’ were loop 
tests. The sextuplex was worked 
over a 300 mile circuit, and, with all 
sides in operation, the sounders re- 
spouded to the key with marvelous 
distinctness. Induction is so thor- 
oughly overcome by Mr. Dixon's 
system that the different sides of the 
sextuplex worked as promptly and as 
clearly as a single wire. 

Allowing this test of the sextuplex 
system, which admits of three mes- 
sages going each way over the same 
wire, another loop circuit was rigged. 
This line went from Boston to Buffa- 
lo and retuen, and irom Boston to 
New Haven and return, a distance of 
about 1 ,300 miles. Then the quad* 
ruplex feat vi 1 c of the Dixon system 
was tried and the characters came as 
clear and clean as the hotes of a per- 
fect bell. « 

Noquadrupiex system in existence 
has ever been known to transmit 
characters clearly on all sides over 
aucb a distance of wire without the 
aid of a repeater at some intermediate 
station. Testa of the Dixon system 
have been made in all kinds ol weath- 
er, and both the qundruplex and the 
sextuplex, which are embodied in one, 
work well enough to keep the most 
nervous sender or receiver in good 
humor. 

Edison is said to be authority tor 
the statement that the use of the 
quadruplex system has resulted in 
a saving of (20.000, 000 to oue of the 
great telegraphic companies alone, 
and iu these days of the increasing 
1 use ol telegraphy Mr. Dixon's inven- 
tion means the saving ol Immense 
! snius in wire construction aud main-

itnlrk Work ol ihe IMujiley mil. 

The quick work done by Congress 
on the Dingley Tariff bill is hardly 
appreciated as it should be. Congress 
was called together in extraordinary 
session on March 15. In four months 
and nine daysthebill bad passed bolh 
the United States Senate and the 
House of Represent! ves, was acted up- 
on in conference, finally passed by 
the Senate and was signed by the 
President. This covered a period of 
131 days. In 1890 the McKinley bill, 
reported April 26, passed the House 
May 21, but was delayed in the Sen- 
ate till September, and again delayed 
in conference, not being signed by 
the President till October 1, 1890. It 
was in all 168 days before Congress. 

When the Democratic party was in 
control, the Mills bill dragged along 
in 1888 and 1889 for nearly 300 days, 
aud then failed to pass. The Gorman- 
Wilson bill was reported to the House 
by the Ways and Means Committee 
on December 19, 1893, and reported 
to the Senate on February 20, 1894. 
It did not become a law till August 
28, 1894, and was then such a "rag- 
bag production" of “perfidy and dis- 
honor" that even the Democratic 
President refused to sign it. 

The difference between the Repub- 
licans and Democrats in enacting tar- 
iff legislation in Congress is very 
marked. The Republicans passed the 
McKinley bill 168 days, and the 
Dingley bill in 131 days, each bill re- 
ceiving the signature ot the Republic- 
an President. 

The Democrats, on the other hand, 
wasted some 300 days over the Mills 
bill, which never became a law and 
they wasted 252 days over the Gor- 
man-Wilson bill, which proved to be 
such an abortion that even President 
Cleveland refused to sign it. — [Econ- 
omist.

RULES REVISED. 

A Safe, Speedy and Uni- 
form System. 

Applications Should Stato 
Act Under Which They 
are Sought. 

Strictness of Court Proced- 
ure Not to be Obsorved. 

Washington, July 29. — A thorough 
revision of the rules governing the 
adjudication of pension claims under 
the second section of the act of June 
27, 1890, has been made by Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior Webster Da 
vis, and sweeping modifications in 
the present practices are the result. 
The changes are embodied in in- 
st Mictions to the Commissioner of 
Pensions, in which it is stated that 
representations were made that the 
present rules render the administra- 
tion of the law difficult and embar- 
rassment. The new code, it is said , 
will furnish a safe, speedy and uni- 
foi m system ol adjudicating this large 
class of cases. Assistant Secretary 
Davis holds that the very nature of 
pension cases forbids the application 
of the strictness and technicality of 
court proceedings, and that it was 
not Congress’ intention to hedge the 
administration of these laws with the 
difficulties and pitfalls of any system 
of special pleading whose technicali- 
ties and refinements may tcnil to a 
practical defeat of the Government’s 
benevolent purposes. The modifica- 
tions ate made in six rules, and for- 
mer rules and decisions in conflict 
with them are set aside. The most 
important change is made it) the fol- 
lowing rule: • 

“First — Every application for pen* 
ties under tha act of June 17, 1890, 
should state that the rule is made un- 
der said act, the dates of enlistment 
and discharge, the name or nature of 
the diseases, wounds or injuries by 
which the claiment is disabled, and 
that they are not due to vicious hab- 
its; provided however, that the omis- 
sion of any of these averments shall 
not invalidate the application, the in- 
tent to claim pension being manifest 
and the declaration being executed in 
accordance with law, but such appli- 
cation shall be subject to amendment 
by means ol a supplemental affidavit, 
in the particulars wherein it is defec- 
tive, said supplemental affidavit or 
affidavits to be read in connection 
with and as a part of the application 
itself, and provided, further, that a 
declaration in the terms of the act 
shall be sufficient.’’ 

SOME RULES UNCHANGED. 

Rules 2, 3, S and 6, the last two re- 
1, iting to vicious habits and Increase 
claims, are largely reiterntions of 
pit-sent practices. Rule 4 makes es- 
sential modifications, and is as fol- 
lows: 

••Should a wound, injury or disease 
not specified in the original or amend- 
atory declaration, bnt discovered on 
medical examination, be shown to 
have existed at the time when the 
original declaration was filed, and it 
is found not to be due to vicious hab- 
its, it shall be taken into account the 
same as if foimally specified in the 
original application in estimating the 
degree of the permanent mental or 
physical disability to which it con 
tributes. 

“Should it be found, however, not 
to have existed at the time when the 
original application was filed, but 
from a subsequent date prior to medi- 
cal examination, the degree of the 
disability of the applicant being be- 
low the maximum rating, may be in- 
creased accordingly troin the date 
when such wound or injury was in- 
curred or disease contracted, previded 
the degree ol disability from all con- 
tributory causes is thereby enhanced 
to a sufficient extent to justify a 
higher nting. 

"Should it be found impossible to 
fix the exact date when such wound 
or injury was received or disease con- 
tracted, the higher rating shall com- 
mence freni the date ol the certificate 
of medical examination shciwiug its 
existence."

The Fear of Too Heavy a Foreign 
Immigration Unfounded. 

The foreign mails bring fuller de- 
tails of the result of the quinquen- 
nial oensus iu France taken on the 
29th of March, 1896. It appears 
that Fmnco had at that date 38, 518,- 
975 inhabitants — an increase of 175,- 
027 as compared with the year 1891 
and of 299,072 as compared witli 
1886. While allowing for an in- 
crease of emigration to French col- 
onies, particularly Algeria, and an 
increase in colonial garrisons, the 
report acknowledges that the popu- 
lation is almost stationary, ’hie re 
is an increase in 24 departments and 
a decrease In 63 departments. The 
decrease is, of course, in the agrl- 
c Aural districts, but Brittany is, 
as usual, an exception. Paris lias 
now 2,526,000 inhabitants, an in- 
crease of 88,000; Lyons, 406,000, an 
increase of 26,003j Marseilles, which 
is steadily creeping up to Lyons, 

442.000, an increase of 38,000; Llfle, 

216.000, an increase of 15,000, and 
Toulon, 95, 000, an increase of 17,000. 
Altogether the towns having more 
than 30,000 people present an aggre- 
gate increase of 327,000, but in 1891 
that increase was 362,000. The num- 
ber of foreigners, owing partly to 
easier or compulsory naturalization, 
partly to the dead-set against, foreign 
workmen, is slightly declining. It is 
now 1,026,000, as compared with 
1,101,000 in 1891 and 1,115,800 m

Mr. \V. B. Smith, of Richmond, 
the only Democrat on the Electoral 
ticket last March, was nt the Willard 
last night on his way home from a 
business trip to Kansas City. 

Mr. Smith was seen by n Commer- 
cial reporter and interrogated in re- 
gard to his trip. lie sain: 

"All along the line of my route and 
in Kansas I saw evidences of an ex- 
tremely sntisfactoiy business year. 
The corn is in fine shape and bids 
fair to be 11 large crop. . In some 
place! the people have been neglects 
ful in cultivating the crops, but in 
nearly all localities the corn aud 
wheat are doing finely. The people 
look fotward to a prospirous year, 
and the feeling in Kansas seems to 
be a very hopeful one. 

"While at the hotel at Kansas City 
I heard a great deal of talk of the new 
gold fields in Alaska. One man to 
whom I talked bad been in Alaska 
and lud seen the gold fields. He told 
me that the dangers and expense ol a 
ttip had been greatly exaggerated, 
but that there were, of course, consid- 
erable hardships to be undergone. 
My infui mant said that a man with a 
good constitution and about Jt.ooo in 
money might make the trip without 
difficulty, and would ptobably bring 
back more money thin he took. On 
the streets at Kansas City the people 
are talking ol very little else but the 
gold finds. Th* papers counsel mod- 
eration, andthe rush seems to be con- 
fined to conservative people who un- 
derstand what they have to go 
through with." 

One notable thing Mr. Smith saw 
in Kansas City was the beginning of 
the construction of what is called a 
"passe.” This is a boulevard resem- 
bling the Parisian boulevards, and 
will be one of the finest streets of the 
kind in the United States when fin- 
ished. It will cost $300,000 when 
completed, and will be over two miles 
long. The city’s charter provided for 
the building ol these streets, and re- 
quires that all houses standing in the 
way of their construction be con- 
demned. Several buildings as large 
as the Willard have been torn down 
to make way’. The boulevard will be 
100 feet wide, and will be planted 
with trees aud flowers, making it a 
magnificent addition to the city.
